A substitute specification excluding claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) 
because the specification appears to be incomplete. 1 . There are numerous blank pages in the 
specification. 2. Description of the tables in the specification does not corresponding to the talbes 
shown. See pages 29 and 65 for examples. Line 24 of page 29 indicates that Tables 34 and 37 are 
appeared below. However, the table appeared below is Table 4. Talbes 34 and 37 appeared on 
page 65 but do not list the mnemonics and opcodes as stated in line 23 of page 29. 3. The text 
appeared before and after Tables 52-54 on pages 155-157 is unrelated to the tables . It appears 
that the tables are in the wrong locations of the specification. 4. Page 181 indicates that there 
should be appendixes in the specification. However, no appendix is found in the application. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If the 
substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute 
specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.
